COMMANDER BARNETT'S THEORY.

Havana, Feb, 20 —Lieutenant Com-
mander DBarnett, of the survey boat
Bache, sald to a correspondent of the
Assoclated Press today:

“You want the facts. T can tell yon
there are ninety-filve chances out of a
hundred that the Investigation will

when first studied and a later eareful
serutiny makes this an almost ablolute
certainty.”
